inſtead of the Collect of the Day. 


() Moſt Merciful God, who of Thy great good- 
neſs haſt put a ſtop to the effuſion of Chriſtian 
blood, and haſt given us reſt from our Enemies; give 
us alſo under ſtanding to ſee, and uprightneſs to follow 
the things that belong to our Peace, and that may 
promote the ſtability of the Publick Welfare. Put 
away from us all bitterneſs and wrath, all malicious 
and revengeful thoughts; diſpoſe us perfectly to for- 
give thoſe who have injured or offended us, and to be 
reunited with them in the Bands of Chriſtian Cha- 
rity. And, as Thou haſt bleſſed us above all other 
Nations with the enjoyment of Liberty, both Civil 
and Religious, make us always ready and deſirous to 
communicate thoſe Bleſſings to others; and to in- 


creaſe to the utmoſt of our power the happineſs of

mankind, by promoting true Religion and Virtue, 

mutual Love and univerſal Benevolence. Grant, O 
Lord, that being delivered from our Enemies abroad, 

we may live in peace with one another at home; that

dience to the King, and all that are put in Authority 
under him; that we may live as becomes thoſe, who 
have ſo often been delivered by Thy hand, in all god- 
lineſs and honeſty, to the glory of Thy holy name, 
through 1 Chriſt, our Lord and Saviour.
